R ty Dutch Eaft India company conquered 

the ifland of Formafo in 1625, and loit it 
in 1662. The fort, called Zealand, held out 
the lait. Impatient at length of the fiege, Cox- 
inga, the Chinefe general, determined*to fend 
one of his prifoners, the minifter Hambroak, to 
perfuade the garrifon to furrender. Hambrook 
had no other alternative than to undertake the 
commiffion, or to die; and they made him fo- 
lemnly promife to return. Arrived at the fort, 
he reprefented to his companions, that they ought 
by no means to defpair of ftil! receiving fuccours 
from Batavia; and he perfuaded them not to lif- 
ten to any fummons of furrender. His country- 
men then folicited him to remain with them.— 
Two of his daughters threw themfelves at his 
feet, embraced his knees, and conjured him not 
to forfake them. He anfwered them, «* Your 
mother, the reft of our family, and many of my 
countrymen, are prifoners wits me. God forbid 
that I thould fave my own life, by expofing them 
to deitruction. My word of honour is engaged; 
I will keep it. I thall think myfelf happy to be 
devoted for my brethern.”” He returned to the 
Chinefe camp. The expected fuccours not arriv- 
ing, the fort demanded and obtained an honours 
able capitulation; but 500 of Coxinga’s prifon- 
ers, fufpected of having confpired againft him, 
were cruelly put to death: and this heroic mi- 


nifter was among the number of the unfortunate 
victims,

Upon enquiring for my 
beit hat-box the other day, my dear rural wife 
told me, that fhe had fown a {mall fallet in it, 
which would be ready in a few days. Her paf- 
fien for the vegetable world 1s fo predominant, 
that not a broken chamber-pot efcapes being fil- 
led with fome plant or other; and at prefent the 
has a geranium in full blow, which to fave ex- 
pences, is ftuck in a clofeftool pan; a mirtle in 
a butter-firkin ; an orange tree in a wathing-tubs 
and a young goofeberry bufh in a punch-bowl. 
My bed-room is fo filled with fowers, that I am 
in nightly dread of being peftfumed to death be- 
fore morning ; befides I am daily threatened with 
indiétments for being a nuifance to my neigh- 
bours, as fcarce a day pafles without fome pot or 
pan presse | upon the heads of the paffengers. 
I am obliged to carry a nofegay in my. bofom as 
big as a goofeberry bufh, becaufe my wife fays 
it has fuch a rural appearance.—And I can feri- 
oufly affure you, that a very fhort time ago, fhe, 
was thrown into convulfions at being told that 
the cat had littered on the parfley-bed which 
grew on the top fhelf of the pantry. 

In a word, Sir, what with rural fmells, and 
rural converfation, rural ornaments and rural 
nonfenfe of one kind or other, my patience is 
fairly exhaufted, and I am determined, unlefs a 
fpeedy reformation takes place, to turn the whole 
kitchen-garden out of the houfe, fend the parf- 
ley-bed into the duft-tub, and pack up the fhrub- 
bery in a hamper—or fend my wife to the regi- 
ons of Nova Scotia, where fhe may cultivate po- 
tatoes and cabbage plants, and have full jeifare 
to improve and enjoy her rural ideas.

By a letter from Philadelphia, it is mentioned 
that a veflel had arrived there from Bourdeaux 
after a fhort paflage, which brings the news that 
the Emperor of Germany, the Kings of Spain 
and Pruffia had declared the independence of 
France. 

The Semillante, frigate of the Republic of 
France, failed from this port on Sunday laft, 
fuppofed with difpatches from the French Minif- 
ter. 

A letter was received from an officer on the 
recruiting fervice in Dublin, where he fays, that 
fuch was the irritated flate of the public mind, 
that recruiting was entirely at a ftand, as it 
would be highly dangerous for any party to ap- 
pear publicly in that bufinefs. [E. P. 


The brig James, Capt. Morris, arrived on 
Thurfday morning lat in 17 days from St. Croix. 
Capt. Morris, in lat. 37, 28, off Cape Henry, 
was witnefs to the engagement faid to have taken 
place on Saturday laft, between two Englith fri- 
gates and five French fhips. 


Capt. Morris, was about two leagues diftant 
from them during the engagement.— Lhe follow- 
ing is an abftract of the minutes Capt. Morris 
had made upon his log book. 

Saturday March 16—being then in lat. 37,28, 
long, 73. at 5 P. M. 5 fail of veffels hove in 


| fight, ftanding about N. W. fuppofed to be French 


—at the fame time was boarded by a boat from 
the frigate Thetis, which was then heaving out 
fignals to a Britith frigate about a league to the 
fouthward, fhortly after fhe fpoke her, when 
they both bore down upon the French fhips 
which had formed 2 line—they engaged the 
fternmoft firft and proceeded on to the fourth 
fhip,when after engaging her for fome time,they 
icattered—both of the Englifh frigates continu- 
ed to play upon the Frenchman until 12, when 
they sential away his mizen maft, they then 
fheered off for about 15 minutes to repair their 
rigging—The Thetis then ftood to the fouth- 
ward, after one of the French fhips, which 
ftruck fhortly after fhe came up with her ;—the 
other Britifh frigate, again bore down upon the 
difabled fhip and fired feveral broadfides into her, 
by which her main and mizen mafts were carried 
by the board, after which the firing ceafed. 

The other three fhips it is probable efcaped, 
as they were ftanding to the N. E. and were a- 
bout four leagues diitant. 

Capt. Morris fuppofes that they muft have 
burnt one of the French fhips, as in the evening 
he obferved a confiderable fmoke to the fouth- 
ward. 

Capt. Morris, failed from Trinadad, on the 
25th April, at which time Captains Henfhaw, 
Black and Allen, of this port were there with 
their veflels. 

Provifions at Trinadad were dull. 
lowing is the avarage price of them:

Capt. Thomas, could not learn from whence 
they came, but fuppofe from what they told him 
they were bound to fome ports of the United 
States. 

We imagine the above veffels are the fame 
which the Britifh frigates engaged off Cape- 
Henry. 

Capt. Turner, arrived on Wednefday from 
St. Thomas’s, has mentioned that he was board- 
ed off the Chefapeake, from the barge of the 
Thetis frigate, that foon after a fignal was given 
for the boat to return, and the Thetis gave chafe 
to fome veffels, which had jutt hove in fight: 
they proved to bea French frigate convoying 
four veflels for Baltimore. 

The Thetis and the Lynx floop of war, both 
laid the frigate along fide, when after a fart 
action of 3 glafles, andthe French frigate much 
damaged, the ftruck to the fuperior force.—The 
Thetis had taken one of the convoy—and Capt. 
Turner left them in purfuit of the remainder. 


Extract of a letter from a Capt. of a veffel, now 
lying in Bermuda, to a refpeétable houfe in 
Baluaore, daied April 27, 1795. 

«© On the 25th inft. the trial of the fchooner 
Betfey, Capt. Wheelwright, from Port-au-Paix, 
Hifpaniola, whofe cafe is fimilar to mine came 
on, the judge gave an interlocutory decree, and 
at the fame time faid, that all veffels from Hifpa 
niola would have the fame decree, and be per- 
mitted to fail on giving fecurity for veflel and 
cargo, at the appraifement, and to be tried go 
days after; this will difappoint thefe pirates, as 
the property in hand was what they wifhed for, 
fo that I will be able to fail from this place in 
about fifteen days ; there is a gentleman in this 
place, who will become fecurity for all Ameri- 
cans, but they mutt fail to his friend in Philadel- 
phia. 


Extraé&t of a Letter from George C. Fox & Sons, 
to a refpectable houfe in this city, dated Fal- 
mouth, March 16, 1795. 

«© We have only time to inform thee that we 
have juft received by Packet. from your Confuls 
at Gibralter and Cadiz, in date sgthand zoth 
February, the afflicting intelligence of the Ro- 
vers of Sallee being at fea, and direéted to detain 
your fhipping, and that they will certainly cruife 
as far welt as Maderia as foon as the wheather 
will permit them—thefe gentlemen however flat- 
ter themfelves that Muley Soliman may yet be 
prevailed on to become more pafific towards A- 
merica. We make this intelligence known at 
London and moft of our ports, and we fhall be 
obliged by thy making it public in your city and 
neighbourhood, for as the packet is about to {ail 
we have not time to write our friends generally.”

Extra&t of a Letter from Thomas Pinckney, Efg. 
Miniiter Plenipotentiary of the United States 
of America, tothe Secretary of Sate, dated 
London, March 17th, 1796. ; 

«« This ferves to cover two orders of the King 
in Council, the one relating to American veflels 
touching at a port in this kingdom with an in- 
tention to proceed to a market, the other relate 
ing to veffels bound to ports in the United Ne- 
therlands.
